Women and Children From the Hor­ 


rors of a Native Uprising.

Presidio, Tex., Jan. 12.— It Is now 
generally agreed that G enerali tirozco, 
Jose V Salazar and Antonio Rojas, the 
federal volunteer generals most want­ 
ed by Villa, have. with 300 or 400 loyal 
follow ers, 
made 
their 
escape 
from 
O jinaga, which has fallen to Pancho 
V tiia , 
It is also said that they were 
joined by General M arvelo Varaveo, 
another 
federal 
volunteer 
general. 
C araveo was reported to be among 
those who had surrendered to Major 
M cN am ee of the United States torte 
on thi3 side of the river, but when a 
cen su s was taken he w as not found 
am ong the federals who had sought 
asylum in the American camp at Pre­ 
sidio. 
W hen it becam e known that Salazar 
and his fellow federal volunteer offi­ 
cers, who are considered by the Con­ 
stitutionalists as arch 
traitors, and 
upon whose heads a price has been 
put. had escaped. Villa sent detach­ 
m en ts in every direction with instruc­ 
tion s to overtake them and capture 
them either dead or alive at any cost. 
Som e of these detachm ents have re­ 
turned to Ojinaga reporting failure, 
w hile others are still scouring the hills 
with the hope of catching the much 
wanted men. 
It is reported among federal officers 
now prisoners in Major MeNamee's 
hands that Salazar, though wounded, 
put up a gallant fight during the few 
brief hours the battle raged and dis­ 
tinguished him self for his bravery, as 
did also Orozco and Rojas. 
Caraveo, 
w ho had been wounded in the fighting 
o f last week, did not take his usual 
active part in the last battle. 
Major 
L uis 
Terrazas, 
third, 
grandson 
of 
G eneral Terrazas the Chihuahua land 
baron, is m issing. 
Major Mondoza of the federals was 
killed while making a stand at the 
custom house on the bank of the Rio 
Grande, while holding at bay a de­ 
tachm ent of rebels intent upon cutting 
off the retreat of the main body of fed­ 
erals. 
Had it not been for Mondoza’s 
brilliant work the slaughter of fugi­ 
tiv es along the banks of the river 
would have been terrible. 
The rebels 
captured between 300 and 4(<e prison­ 
ers. the most of them volunteers, and 
hundreds of these have been executed. 
The total rebel loss in killed is said 
to have been fearer than fifty. 
The 
federal loss on the battlefield will he 
over 
IOO, 
not 
counting 
executions. 
T he list of wounded on both sides will 
be heavy. 
There are m ore than 300 
rebel and federal wounded now being 
cared for by the Red Cross in Presidio, 
and of these the great majority are 
federals. 
Owing to exposure th ere is much 
sickness among the women and chil­ 
dren as well as among th e w eaker of 
the soldier prisoners, but thus far no 
deaths 
have been reported. 
Large 
supplies of fuel have been gathered 
and 
m any fires have 
been lighted 
throughout the concentration camp. 
enabling the fugitives to dry their 
clothing and ward off the icy blasts of 
th e prevailing norther. 
There is no 
place to house the captured federal-. 
eyO they are herded like cattle, with a 
line 
of 
soldiers 
surrounding 
them. 
T heir officers are herded separately. 
More than 2,000 rifles, two cannon, 
several machine gun* and many thou­ 
sand rounds of rifle ammunition were 
taken from the fleeing federal soldiers 
by Major M cNamee’s men and 
are 
piled in great heaps at Presidio. Many 
o f the federals who surrendered threw 
aw ay their guns before crossing the 
river, and several of the cannon which 
th e federals attem pted to bring across 
to the American side w ere abandoned. 
so close was the rebel pursuit. 
The 
rebels captured all these. 
The rebels have removed the bodies 
o f m en and anim als killed during the 
battle from the streets of O jinaga and 
have the little town already well po­ 
liced, in anticipation of Its occupancy 
by a perm anent garrison.

German Army Officers Were Acquitted 


by Court Martial. 


S trasb u rg, Jan. 12.—Court martial 
acquitted all the German army officers 
charged with breaches of the law in 
connection with the recent violent in­ 
cidents between the m ilitary and civ­ 
ilians of Zabern. 
The military judges 
in all cases accepted the word of the 
officers against the sworn testim ony of 
the civilian w itnesses. 
Colonel VonReuter, commander of 
the Ninety-ninth i n f a n t r y , was charged 
with wrongful imprisonment, but the 
court found his acts justifiable. 
Lieutenant Schad, accused of strik­ 
ing a prisoner, was released by the 
sam e court on the ground that the 
charge had not been proved. 
Lieutenant Baron VonForstner won 
his appeal before a second court mar­ 
tial acainst tim sentence of forty-three 
days' im prisonm ent on him him on 
Dec. i 9 for sabering a lame shoem aker. 
The justification of Colonel VonReu­ 
ter s acts was based by the court on a 
decree issued by the king of Prussia 
in 1820, which gave the right to the 
m ilitary to intervene without w aiting 
for a request from the civil authorities 
in case the latter were pow erless to 
suppress disorders. 


Johannesburg, Jan. 12.—On account 
of the bom bers’ prompt rally to the

The arrest of the particular leaders of

It is estim ated that fully 60,000 bur­ 
ghers are already enrolled and have 
arrived at their respective rendezvous, 
and it is expected that 100,000 men un­ 
der arm s will lie at their allotted sta­ 
tions by n ig h t 
The governm ent is 
handling the situation as if a state of 
war exists. 
Except for a few isolated 
ca?os of violence on the railroads, Sun­ 
day passed quietly. 
The traian serv­ 
ice on the Transvaal and the old Or­ 
ange F tee State was lim ited, but there 
was a better service in Cape Colony 
and Natal. 
The strikers held m eet­ 
ings here and in Pretoria and other 
cities. 
The governm ent has not inter­ 
fered with any of the m eetings, all of 
which were orderly. 
Not since the Boers laid down their 
arms to the Britons in 1902 has the 
Rand been as near a state of war as 
it is today. 
Many of those who pre­ 
dicted failure for the strike have be­ 
come so alarmed that they are plead­ 
ing for white unity 
to protect the 
women and children from the horrors 
of a native uprising. 
Johannesburg has the appearance of 
a besieged city. The calling out of the 
burghers has resulted in the gathering 
of the old Free State burghers, who 
have sprung to arms with the sam e 
alacrity as in the days of a native up­ 
rising, or when the British invaded the 
veldt. 
This force is under the com- 
man . of the veteran Boer general, Ja­ 
cobus H. De I^a Rey. 
The Trades Federation has received 
the declaration of a general strike, 
and has ordered that ballot be taken 
on the question by all the unions to­ 
morrow.

passed a resolution condem ning the 
governm ent for im prisoning the m en’s 
leaders, “because they expressed the 
opinions of those whom they repre­ 
sented.” 
So for as m ilitary preparations can 
assure it, the governm ent has absolute 
command of the situation.

infantry and police can be seen in all 
directions posted at strategic points 
along the Reef. 
But it is considered a 
grave question whether the burghers 
will fire, if ordered to do so, on their 
fellow Boers, who com pose the ma­ 
jority of the Rand Railway men.

strikers seem to share this belief, for 
the strike leaders have given permis- 
sino to those who are m em bers of the 
defense force to join their com m ands.

Grapefruit Jelly.-S o a k som e grape­ 
fruit rind overnight in lim ew ater. 
In 
the morning put in fresh water, chang­ 
ing the water until all bitterness is re­ 
moved. 
Slice the fruit pulp after cut­ 
ting off with sharp knife the w hite tis­ 
sue and place with the rind in jelly 
kettle. 
In proportion to one grape­ 
fruit use one quart of cold w ater and 
cook down to one-third pint of juice. 
Strain and add sugar in proportion of 
a little more than m easure for measure. 


A Simple Dessert. 
Apple Jelly.—Take a pound of ap­ 
ples, an ounce of gelatin, one lemon, 
four ounces of sugar and half a pint of 
water. 
Peel, core aud cut the apples 
into sm all pieces. 
G rate the lemon 
rind, squeeze and strain the lemon 
juice. 
Put the apples, lemon rind. 
lemon juice, sugar and w ater into a 
saucepan and sim m er till the apples 
are reduced to a pulp.

Pineapple Jelly.—Soak two-thirds of 
a box of gelatin for an hour in enough 
cold w ater to cover it.

stir through it one pint o f granulated 
sugar. 
Add a pint of bolling water to 
the soaked gelatin, and w hen it is d is­ 
solved pour it over th e fruit. 
Put into 
a mold which has been w et w ith cold 
w ater and place on the ice until it 
hardens. 
Serve writh whipped cream 
or boiled custard. 


A Wholesome Sweet. 


Fig Jelly.—Take a h alf pound of figs, 
a pint and a quarter of water, a half 
ounce of gelatin, tw o ounces of pow­ 
dered sugar, the grated rind and juice 
of a lemon and a few drops of cochi­ 
neal. 
Put the figs, sugar, grated lemon 
rind and w ater in a saucepan and let 
them sim m er very gently till the figs 
are tender. Take out the figs, cut them 
into sm all pieces and rem ove any hard 
stalks. 
D issolve the gelatin in a little 
of the sirup, strain and add it to rest of 
the sirup. 
Put in the chopped figs and 
the lemon juice and put the mixture 
aw ay in a cool place till it begins to 
thicken, stirring it occasionally. 
Pour 
it into a w etted mold and leave it till 
firm. 
Dip the mold in and out of hot 
w ater and turn the jelly into a glass 
dish. 
Serve alone or w ith custard.

T he som ew hat ex­ 
haustive report says the commission 
w ent carefully over the case book of 
the M atteawan hospital, covering the 
period from Feb. I, 1908, to Aug. 17 
1913, when Thaw escaped. 
It also ex­ 
am ined tran scrip ts of all other legal 
proceedings, including various direct 
and cross-exam inations of Thaw and 
all evidence subm itted at the two trials 
of Thaw for homic ide. 
The report fur­ 
th e r says th a t “in its studies and de­ 
liberations the com m ission has in the 
main confined its atten tio n to facts, 
preferring to atta c h little im portance 
for its purpose, to the conflicting opin­ 
ions of expert and other w itnesses.”

The third aet forbade 
gambling; the font rh regulated the 
use *d firearms.

Thus by the autumn 
of 1790 a community organized under 
law and governed in some measure by 
civil authority had begun the work 
of building a state in the wilderness 
of Indiana.
